REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In combination with all the limitations recited in the independent claim, all the prior arts 
do not show a vehicle drive system comprising: a rotating electric machine rotating in a forward 
direction and in a reverse direction in which torque ripple is smaller than torque ripple in the 
forward direction; and a control unit gaining rotation information from the rotating electric 
machine to control the inverter, wherein. 

• Claim 1 recites the control unit controls the inverter such that torque in the forward 
direction is produced in a rotor in response to an acceleration instruction to cause the 
rotating electric machine to run in a power mode, mad torque in the reverse direction is 
produced in the rotor in response to a deceleration instruction to cause the rotating 
electric machine to run in a regenerative mode. 

• Claim 5 recites the control unit instructs the inverter to feed a compensation current in 
accordance with the rotation information so as to reduce torque ripple of the rotating 
electric machine in a part of a rotation region when in a power running mode of the 
rotating electric machine to move the vehicle forward. 

• Claim 7 recites the control unit controls the inverter such that torque in the forward 
direction is produced in a rotor in response to an acceleration instruction to cause the 
rotating electric machine to run in a power mode and torque in the reverse direction is 
produced in the rotor in response to a deceleration instruction to cause the rotating 
electric machine to run in a regenerative mode; and a wheel connected to the rotation 
shaft. 
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• Claim 1 1 recites the control unit instructs the inverter to feed a compensation current in 
accordance with the rotation information so as to reduce torque ripple of the rotating 
electric machine in a part of a rotation region when in a power running mode of the 
rotating electric machine to move the vehicle forward; and a wheel connected to the 
rotation shaft.
